ID September last the Supreme Court 


of Illinois decided a oaie appealed to it 
from Cook oounty, in which Chester 
Hazen let up * olaim for damage inci- 
dent to dolny in the transportation of a 
quantity of 
cheese from Chicago to 


New 
York. 
The consignment was 


eighteen days in getting through, a 
third longer'than the usual period of 
aueh transit. The delay was caused at 
or 'near Louinburg by a strike, or, as 
tho oourt puts it, "tho irresistible vio 
lonce of a largo number oi lawless men 
acting iu onmbiiialion with brnkeruen, 
whu, ii|j tu tli.it, time, hud been um 
ploynd by tho railroad company." The 
throats and violence of the uiob caused 
tha detention. 
Without going further 


into the fuels of thu cane, we submit 
tbo law, as set forth in the opinion filed 
by Justice Diokuy: 
'-It is doubtless 


the law cbat railroad companies oannot 
claim immunity from damages for ips 
juriei reiulttng in suoh cases from the 
mUeooduot of their employes, whether 
such conduct be willful or merely uegs 
ligenoe. 
If employes of u uoturnon 


carrier suddenly retust to wvrk, and 
the carrier fail* promptly to supply 
their places with other employes, and 
injury results from tha delay, the car- 
rier is responsible ; such delay results 
from the fault of the employes." 
But 


in order to maintain tho claim, the 
claimant must prove that tho detention 
was the Work of employes. Tho oourt 
adds iu the samo oaso, ut a later stage 
of tho discussion : "For dulay result- 
ing solely from the lawless violence of 
men not iu tho employment of the 
company, the company is not reiponsi- 
Wu, even though the men whose vio- 
lence canned the delay bad bub a short 
time before been employed by tho com- 
pany. 
W lion employes suddenly refuse 


to work and aro discharged, aud delay 
results from the failure of Ihe carrier to 
supply promptly their plaoea, .such do- 
lay is attributable to thu misconduct of 
thu employes iu refusing to do their 
duty, and thu misconduct ia justly con- 
sidered in such cases the proximate 
cause of the delay, but when the places 
of the recusant employes are promptly 
supplied by others, competent inon, and 
tho 'strikers' then prevent tho now em- 
ployes from doing duty by lawless irre- 
sistible violence, tho delay resulting 
solely from this cause is not attributa- 
ble to tho luiioonduot of employes, but 
arises from tho misoonduot of persons 
for whoso nets the carrier ia in no man- 
ner responsible."—Evening Journal,
